From the statements made by the minister 
of the interior while in the North-West last 
full it was fully expected that in the first 
amendments made to the North-West act re- 
gard would be had to the universal desire for 
au entirely elective North-West Council 
freed from the obnoxious votes and interfer- 
ance of the creatures of the Ottawa yovern- 
ment, Which hitherto has been a dead weight 
on that not too energetic or progressive body, 
Instead of the non-eleetive portion of the 
council being wiped out by the late bill deal- 
ing with the subject, its numbers have been 
increased from six to eight, no doubt tocoun- 
terbalance to some extent the increased elec 
tive membership of last year. Not only so, 
but means are taken to have those eight more 
pliable than the former six, for whereas be- 
fore the stipendiary magistrates were ex-of 
ficio members of the council and might or 
might not be independent, now the judges 
willonly be members if appointed, and it 
may be depended upon that oculy those who 
are thoroughly subservient will be allowed to 
sit. Against the principle of allowing nomi 
hees of the Ottawa vpovernment equal power 
with popular representatives in territorial le- 
wislation it is Ueless in this age and country 
to argue, No just reason can be advanced in 
its support. The appointments are made 
simply to trammel thedree expression of pub- 
lic opinion through the couneil and to bloek 
necessary legislation Whenever that opinion 
or legislation conflicts with the ideas or whines 
of the authority making them. Indeed past 
experience shows that the appointees are so 
very desirous of serving their masters, and 
keep such a close watch for anything that 

might adversely affect their interests that 
that they find causes of offence where the 
suid masters have on careful examination 
failed to find that any existed, The inten 
tention of a local legislature or couneil is 
that it shall give expression to local siews 
and feelings. If it is mot for that purpose it 


“has no purpose, and that the North-West

Ceuncil shall continue to have no purpose is 
| the evident intention of the Ottawa authori- 
| ties, The appointment of judges to the 
/eouncil is the worst feature oi the case. That
